Bamplaa of thla ore assay from ISOO t» 
tl.OOO a ton. Tha UllurMea are in the 
form ot aylvanite and' calaverite, the 
swmwws-at Oipple-Graek, tha taUurides 
carrying practically no sllWr, and the 
proportion of gold, ta. tellurium being 
as high as 40 p 4 r cent. Mr. Mti'mford 
had previously found the tellurldes In 
small stringers near the surface, but 
had been unable nntU now to locate 
the actual soufM .of thmi in quantity. 
The Lucky Jim claTm eeems to have 
been the centre of a strong volcanic 
diaturbante which has prodnead the 
high gold valoes. as the gdld values 
seem to be higher there than elsewhere 
in the camp.
